Rusk  Reveals  Amerka 
Will  Maintain  Its  Fortes 

BONN,  (UPI) — Most  West  Germans,  including  Defense 
Minister  Kai-Uwe  Von  Hassel,  appeared  satisfied  Monday 
with  Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk’s  assui’ances  that  the 
United  States  does  not  plan  to  reduce  the  number  of  Ameri- 
can troops  in  Europe. 

IN  A MAJOR  POLICY  address  in  Frankfurt  Sunday  at 
dedication  ceremonies  for  a memorial  to  the  late  Gen.  George 
C-  Marshall,  Rusk  said  the  United  States  plans  to  maintain 
its  forces  on  the  continent.  But  he  urged  the  nations  of  Free 
Europe  to  match  the  American  manpower  contribution. 

Von  Hassel  Monday  expressed  satisfaction  with  Rusk’s 
promises,  and  said  he  does  not  share  fears  on  the  part  of 
some  Germans  that  last  week’s  operation  “big  lift”  signaled 
a U.  S.-European  troop  pullout. 

THE  EXERCISE  involved  the  air  transportation  of  a 
U.  S.  armored  division  from  its  home  base  in  Texas  to  Ger- 
many. 


Newspapers  Monday  reflected 
Von  Hassel’s  position.  “America 
doesn’t  want  to  carry  the  burden 
alone,”  read  the  headline  in  this 
morning’s  Mittag  of  Duesseldorf. 
Tile  Frankfurter  Allgeraeine 
Zeitung  headlined  Its  report  of 
the  Rusk  speech:  “The  Secretary 
of  State  Demands  European  Con- 
tribution.” 

MOST  newspapers  printed  the 
text  of  Rusk’s  address,  and  dis- 
patches about  briefings  the  Sec- 
retary gave  German  newsmen. 

Several  newspapers  said  Rusk 
was  asked  if  recent  statements 
attributed  to  former  President 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  and  Sen. 
Baity  Goldwater,  R-Ariz.,  about 
possible  troop  reductions  did 
mean  isolationism  might  be  re- 
viving in  the  United  States.
